But 
the  derangements  of  the  currency  here,  and  unexpectedly  high 
rates  of  money  abroad,  rendered  these  efforts  unavailing  for  the 
time.  We  have  no  doubt  but  that  these  arrears  will,  eventually, 
be  made  good.
